| of, when the LORD confer'd any eminent Mercics upon 
him! He humbly adored the Almighry, and gave kim the 
Glory of his Infinite Perfections; as he was fervent in 
Prayer to GOD for Deliverance, ſo when his Prayers were 
anſwered, his Heart was enlarged in Praiſe, which was re- 
peared as oft as his Prayers, when he was in purſuit of it. 
All Chriftian Princes reckon it indiſpenſably neceſſary ro 
make their ſolemn Returns of Gratitude ro Almighty GOD, 
when he has wroughr any eminent Deliverances for 'em, or 
Crown'd them with Victory.
